The  new  Community  Youth

Miss  Helen  Dilworth,  an  OMI 
resident,  has  been  selected  as  the 
director  of  the  choir.  Her  service 
to  the  community  is  well  known : 
she  was  chosen  as  Youth  of  the 
Year  by  the  Sun  Reporter; 
Outstanding  Senior  by  Mu  Phi 
Epsilon,  national  music  sosority; 
and  one  of  the  Most  Eligible 
Bachelorettes  of  the  Nation  by 
Ebony  Magazine. 

Miss  Dilworth ’s  academic  ca¬ 
reer  includes  teaching  creden¬ 
tials,  professional  vocal  training 
at  the  Music  Academy  of  the 
West,  the  International  Opera 
Studio,  and  the  Merola  Program ; 
and  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Music 
and  Educational  Administration. 
She  has  received  the  Lotte 
Lehmann  Achievement  Award, 
the  Schwabacher  Prize,  the 
Henry  T.  Garland  Award  and  II 
Cenacolo,  and  was  a  winner  of  the 
San  Francisco  Opera  Auditions. 

Young  musicians  in  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  will  be 
accepted  in  the  choir.  A  registra¬ 
tion  fee  of  one  dollar  will  be 
charged.

OMI  NEWS 
AFFECTED  BY 
NEWSPRINT  SHORTAGE 

As  you  may  have  noticed,  this 
issue  is  printed  on  a  slightly 
smaller  sheet  than  usual. 

We’d  like  to  be  able  to  say  we 
are  doing  our  part  to  conserve 
newsprint  in  the  face  of  a 
nationwide  shortage,  but  must 
admit  that  this  step  was  un¬ 
willingly  taken  only  after  being 
notified  that  the  usual  size  was 
simply  not  available. 


The  OMI  Community  Health 
Meeting  held  in  September 
proved  interesting  and  informa¬ 
tive  for  both  the  OMI  residents 
and  the  many  public  officials 
present.  Rev.  Alvin  Mills,  pastor 
of  the  Ingleside  Presbyterian 
Church,  where  the  meeting  was 
held,  gave  a  warm  welcome  to 
the  audience  of  about  90  persons, 
after  which  he  introduced  Mr. 
Perker  Meeks,  who  spoke  briefly 
about  the  aims  of  the  OMI 
Community  Association. 

Mrs.  Edna  James,  Chair¬ 
woman  of  the  OMI  Health 
Committee  gave  a  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  committee,  in¬ 
cluding  the  successful  effort  to 
get  the  OMI  Family  Center  and  a 
Well  Baby  Clinic  started  in  the 
area.  Involvement  with  the  Board 
and  Care  Operators  in  an  attempt 
to  develop  better  services  for 
their  clients  is  another  project  of 
the  Health  Committee,  and  a 
Task  Force  has  been  created  to 
look  into  the  needs  of  the 
community’s  senior  citizens.  In 
addition,  a  directory  of  health 
services  was  compiled  and  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  OMI. 

Contributions  made  to  the 
Health  Committee  include  $700 
from  IBM,  $600  from  the  San 
Francisco  Citi?ens’  League  and 
$255  from  Delta  Sigma  Theta 
Sorority,  Inc.  San  Francisco 
Alumni  Chapter. 

Representatives  of  several 
agencies  and  groups  providing 
health  services  to  this  area 
described  their  present  activities 
and  future  plans,  including  Dr. 
Barry  Decker,  Program  Chief  of 
Community  Mental  Health,  who

emphasized  the  importance  of 
community  participation  in 
health  service  planning. 

Mrs.  James,  speaking  for  the 
Health  Committee,  suggested  the 
need  to  move  toward  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  single  facility  which 
would  adequately  house  all  the 
health  and  health-related  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  area.  She  further 
emphasized  that  OMI  is  con¬ 
stantly  being  compared  to  other 
areas  in  the  city  with  health 
needs  greater  than  those  of  this 
community.  The  result  is  that 
OMI  is  receiving  the  short  end  of 
the  stick  by  getting  sandwiched 
between  Sunset  and  Hunter’s 
Point,  whereas  in  fact  OMI  is  a 
distinct  neighborhood  in  itself. 

Supervisor  Kopp  then  spoke  on 
the  use  of  Homewood  Terrace  as 
a  possible  site  for  an  all-purpose 
health  facility  and  other  com¬ 
munity  services  as  well;  citing 
the  terrible  condition  of  the 
library  on  Ashton  Avenue,  he

suggested  that  a  new  one  might 
be  located  at  Homewood  Terrace. 

Assemblyman  McCarthy  also 
discussed  community  needs.  Li¬ 
censing  and  standards  of  nursing 
homes  were  of  great  concern  to 
him,  as  were  board  and  care 
home  services.  He,  too,  saw  the 
possibility  of  an  all-purpose 
health  facility  being  located  at 
Homewood  Terrace. 

Senator  Marks,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee,  promised 
his  cooperation  in  the  effort  to 
secure  funds  for  a  community 
facility  at  Homewood  Terrace. 
The  Hill-Burton  act  which  pro¬ 
vides  funds  for  construction  costs 
was  suggested  as  a  possible 
source  of  funding. 

During  the  question  and  answer 
period  the  three  legislators  each 
reassured  the  audience  that  he 
would  use  the  influence  of  his 
office  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
OMI  community.

OMI  Task  Force 
Studies 

Senior  Concerns 

The  OMI  Health  Committee 
has  set  up  a  Task  Force  on  Senior 
Concerns  to  combat  the  many 
problems  facing  the  more  than 
4500  senior  citizens  in  the  OMI 
area. 

The  Task  Force  is  headed  by 
Geraldine  Earp  and  includes  6 
other  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  concerned  local  resi¬ 
dents  and  representatives  of 
other  groups  and  agencies  work¬ 
ing  in  the  field.  In  addition, 
Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy  has 
assigned  his  administrative  as¬ 
sistant,  Dan  Waldman  to  advise 
the  group  regarding  proposal 
development. 

Approximately  25  people  at¬ 
tended  the  first  meeting  on 
September  20.  There  was  general 
agreement  that  services  for  the 
elderly  are  almost  non-existent  in 
this  area  and,  Chairwoman  Earp 
reports,  “an  extraordinary 
amount  of  enthusiasm  was  gene¬ 
rated,  to  get  into  the  problem 
areas  and  get  solutions.” 

At  the  moment,  the  number  one 
priority  is  being  given  to  securing 
improved  transportation,  as  the 
inaccessibility  of  the  services 
that  do  exist  discourages  their 
use. 

For  example,  Health  Centers  3 
and  5  are  both  located  as  to 
require  one  or  even  two  transfers 
to  reach  them  from  anywhere  in 
the  OMI  area.  It  is  not  surprising 
then  that  when  S.F.  State  College 
Research  Group  polled  senior 
citizens  54  percent  said  they  knew 
of  no  health  services  available  to 
them. 

Charlene  Nichols  was  asked  to 
develop  a  resolution  regarding 
transportation  services.  The 
ideal  solution  is  seen  by  Mrs. 
Earp  to  be  a  community  bus 
service.

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FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  IT

Well,  the  frost  is  on  the  pumpkin,  it’s  time  to  put 
up  the  storm  shutters  and  batten  down  the 
hatches.  Nostalgic  terms  like  this  introduce  Old 
Man  Winter  and  his  Holiday  Companions  and  a 
host  of  warm,  steamy  kitchens  filled  with  the  good 
aroma  of  baked  goods.  Here  in  San  Francisco  we 
lack  the  drastic  climatic  changes  necessary  to  complete  this  Norman 
Rockwell  picture  of  serenity,  but  in  the  kitchen  you  can  capture  the 
most  pleasing  aspects  to  the  delight  of  family  and  friends.  Persimmon 
and  carrot  puddings  and  fruit  cakes  have  been  our  vehicle  for  sharing 
the  holiday  spirit  with  friends  and  neighbors.  Now  Mary  Squire  has 
found  another  interesting  vegetable  medium  for  baking  treats  ... 
zucchini.  Wish  someone  would  discover  an  equally  pleasant 
application  for  Okra,  which  I  loath. 

ZUCCHINI  BREAD  (Cake) 


3  large  eggs 

2  cups  sugar 

2  cups  raw  grated  zucchini 

1  tsp.  salt 

2  tsp.  cinnamon 

2 V4  cups  flour 

2  tsp.  baking  soda 

V2  tsp.  baking  powder 

3  tsp.  vanilla 

1  cup  chopped  walnuts 

Cream  sugar  and  eggs.  Sift  dry  ingredients  and  add  zucchini  and  dry 
ingredients  alternately  to  the  sugar  and  egg  mixture.  Add  walnuts  and 
vanilla.  Pour  mixture  into  two  greased  loaf  pans  (or  three  3”  X  6” 
pans),  filling  pans  about  half  full.  Bake  in  350  oven  for  1  hour,  until 
broom  straw  comes  out  clean,  or  bread  pulls  away  from  side  of  pan. 
After  baking,  sprinkle  with  powdered  sugar  and  cool  on  rack.

During  my  tenure  as  president 
of  the  OMI  Community  Associa¬ 
tion  I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege 
of  writing  this  column  every 
month.  It  is  a  luxury  that  I 
greatly  savor.  It  has  been  my 
practice  in  the  past  to  confine  my 
comments  to  one  central  theme. 
However,  recent  events  have 
created  ambivalence  in  my  mind. 
Thus,  I  will  depart  from  that 
practice  and  comment  on  two 
unrelated  events  that  have 
caused  me  considerable  con¬ 
sternation. 

My  first  major  concern  is  the 
status  of  the  criminal  practice 
system  in  the  United  States.  The 
recent  conviction  of  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  for  felony  tax  evasion, 
contrasted  with  my  own  recent 
experience  in  the  criminal  justice 
system  as  a  defense  attorney, 
provides  ample  evidence  that 
some  men  are  created  more 
equal  than  others. 

Mr.  Agnew  is  reported  to  have 
been  involved  in  and  received 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
in  illegal  kickbacks  while  serving 
in  positions  of  trust.  He  was 
convicted  of  a  felony.  The  dis¬ 
crepancy  comes  in  the  sen¬ 
tencing.  Mr.  Agnew  was  placed 
on  unsupervised  probation  for 
three  years  and  fined,  being 
spared  the  degradation  of  a  jail 
sentence. 

I  have  just  witnessed  the  sen¬ 
tencing  of  a  man  of  insufficient 
means  to  three  months  in  the 
county  jail  because  he  was 
convicted  of  the  misdemeanor  of 
stealing  less  than  ten  dollars 
worth  of  food.  His  sole  stoic 
comment  to  me  was  that  he  was 
hungry. 


I  am  also  concerned  with 
recent  letters  and  expressions  of 
criticism  I  have  received  regard¬ 
ing  the  actions  and-or  inactions  of 
.  the  OMI  Community  Association. 
It  should  be  emphasized  that  this 
organization  is  simply  an  associ¬ 
ation  of  concerned  citizens  from 
this  area  who  volunteer  their 
time  and  resources  to  solving 
what  we  believe  to  be  problems  of 
concern  to  the  community  as  a 
whole.  We  have  sought  and 
continue  to  seek  new  ideas  and 
people  to  become  involved  in 
community  activities.  We  do  not 
proclaim  or  assert  that  we  have  a 
monopoly  on  all  of  the  issues  and 
answers  that  affect  the  lives  of 
the  residents  of  this  community. 

I  personally  welcome  criti¬ 
cisms  and  ideas  because  that  is 
the  most  effective  way  by  which  I 
can  evaluate  my  performance 
and  improve  my  service  to  this 
community.  However,  it  is  my 
fervent  hope  that  the  expressions 
of  criticism  will  be  followed  by 
the  presence  of  warm  bodies  at 
some  of  the  many  meetings  and 
working  sessions  of  this  or¬ 
ganization.

Planning  Comm,  Gets  Action 


Ray  Tompkins,  chairman  of 
the  community  planning  com¬ 
mittee  of  OMI,  reports  that 
repaving  of  Randolph  Street  will 
begin  by  the  middle  of  November, 
when  the  Municipal  Railway  has 
finished  taking  up  the  rocks 
around  the  streetcar  tracks;  and 
the  City  will  pave  the  rest  of  the 
blocfe  as  soon  as  the  Muni  has 
completed  its  portion  of  the 
street.  A  power  substation  for  the 
streetcar  line  will  be  put  under¬ 
ground  between  feroad  and  Ply¬ 
mouth  Streets,  together  with  ail 
utilities  for  that  area. 

The  committee  has  worked  for 
several  months  to  prompt  and  to 
expedite  these  public  works. 


Further  projects  may  include 
steep  hills  that  are  slippery  when 
wet.  It  is  hoped  that  merchants  in 
the  area  can  be  involved  in  the 
improvements. 

Looking  into  the  future,  Mr. 
Tompkins  reports  that  the  Muni’s 
new  system  is  to  be  completed  by 
1976.  With  all  streetcar  power 
lines  underground,  both  M  and  K 
cars  will  run  down  San  Jose 
Avenue,  extending  present  ser¬ 
vice  and  feeding  into  BART’s 
Balboa  Park  station  on  Geneva  at 
San  Jose.  The  present  bus  station 
at  San  Jose  will  become  a  street¬ 
car  barn  and  Muni  office-build¬ 
ing,  while  buses  will  be  put  into 
the  Potrero  district  off  Third 
Street. 


Board  Briefs

Now  that  the  Cor  imunity  Education  Center  is  a  reality  some  effort  is 
essential  to  inform  the  community  about  this  program  to  insure 
maximum  effective  use  of  the  facility.  The  Board  voted  to  contract 
with  Donnete:  Lane,  who  had  resigned  from  the  Board,  to  use  the 
limited  Rosenberg  Funds  remaining  in  the  treasury  to  do  a  public 
relations  job  between  now  and  the  end  of  October,  to  make  the 
community  aware  of  the  purposes  and  the  program  of  operations  of 
this  Community  Education  Center.  Mrs.  Lane  is  well  qualified  to 
handle  this  for  it  was  she,  with  Carlos  Ruling,  who  spearheaded  the 
effort  to  bring  the  Community  Education  Center  to  the  OMI  district. 
The  Board  of  Directors  also  entered  into  a  separate  contract  with  Mrs. 
Lane  to  do  the  secretarial  service  for  OMI  until  10-31  since  effort  to 
secure  volunteers  for  this  purpose  has  not  been  completely  successful. 

Throughout  their  meeting  the  Board  was  constantly  reminded  of  the 
urgency  of  a  meaningful  program  for  youth.  First,  there  was 
information  on  the  fires  at  Brooks  Property.  By  unanimous  vote,  the 
Board  of  Directors  resolved  that  all  efforts  be  made  to  have’  the 
facilities  replaced.  It  was  further  resolved  that  the  community  should 
be  actively  involved  in  the  planning  for  the  facility.  Mr.  Ray 
Tompkins,  chairman  of  the  OMI  planning  committee,  was  selected  to 
coordinate  the  community’s  efforts  to  have  the  facilities  replaced. 

Then  there  was  a  report  from  Consuela  Hoskins  of  the  Children  and 
Youth  Service  Center  located  at  25  Brighton  Street.  Miss  Hoskins  also 
read  a  letter  from  a  group  of  mothers  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
community  outlining  their  very  real  problems  and  calling  for  some 
positive  action  before  there  are  other  tragedies  in  the  area.  The  Board 
is  well  aware  of  this  need  and  is  striving  to  get  a  comprehensive 
program  with  some  continuity  at  the  earliest  date.

A  neighbor  who  stands  out  in 
any  crowd,  Dr.  Washington 
Garner  is  the  first  black  presi¬ 
dent  of  San  Francisco’s  Police 
Commission,  and  also  of  the  San 
Francisco  Academy  of  General 
Practice.  Towering  ‘way  over  six 
feet  tall,  with  a  warm  and  gentle 
manner,  it’s  easier  to  see  him  as 
a  doctor  than  as  the  chief  director 
of  law  and  order  for  the  city.  As 
he  talks,  however,  it  becomes 
clear  that  in  his  concern  for 
people  he  recognizes  a  great  need 
of  discipline  —  self-discipline  and 
firm  but  loving  family  relation¬ 
ships  —  for  successful  living. 

Dr.  Garner  comes  from  a  large 
family,,  born  sixth  of  seven 
children  of  a  railroad  man  in 
Paris,  Kentucky.  All  but  one  of 
the  brothers  and  sisters  went  to 
college,  as  many  as  three  attend¬ 
ing  Howard  University  at  the 
same  time,  and  all  the  girls 
becoming  teachers.  He  proudly 
recalls  that  he  was  put  through 
the  university  and  then  Meharry 
Medical  College  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  by  his  sister.  Meharry 
was  one  of  the  two  medical 
schools  for  blacks  at  that  time, 
only  a  token  number  graduating 
from  other  institutions. 

While  in  medical  school  he  met 
his  wife,  Bernice,  a  senior  at 
Fiske  University,  and  they  were 
married  in  1940.  Mrs.  Garner  is 
also  a  prominent  San  Franciscan, 
who  had  to  resign  from  the 
Library  Commission  when  Mayor 
Alioto,  upon  taking  office  in  1967, 
appointed  the  doctor  to  the  Police 
Commission.  Her  favorite  activi¬ 
ty  now  is  painting;  some  of  her 
work  was  displayed  in  a  show  by 
“friends  of  Father  McLaughlin” 
at  St.  Cyprian’s  Episcopal 
Church  on  October  14th.

After  internship  in  Nashville, 
Dr  Garner  spent  three  years  in 
the  Army  Medical  Corps,  where 
he  reached  the  rank  of  captain 
while  serving  in  Italy  with  the 
92nd  Infantry,  one  of  two  segre¬ 
gated  black*divisions.  He  re¬ 
members  the  discrimination  a- 
gainst  black  officers  that  was 
normal  then;  but  his  most  vivid 
memory  of  the  segregated  army 
took  place  in  Texas,  where  a 
group  of  men  on  furlough  were 
refused  admittance  to  a  res¬ 
taurant.  Just  then  a  crew  of 
German  prisoners  were  marched 
up  to  the  same  establishment, 
admitted  and  served. 

Dr.  Garner  is  proud  of  the  part 
he  has  played  in  integration  in 
San  Francisco,  but  would  like  to 
see  his  race  represented  on  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  He 
takes  satisfaction  in  having 
helped  to  change  racial  attitudes 
on  the  San  Francisco  police  force. 
Through  his  efforts  it  has  been 
possible  for  Rodney  Williams  to 
become  head  of  the  Community 
Relations  unit  and  for  black 
police  to  enter  positions  through¬ 
out  the  department  that  were 
never  held  by  blacks  before. 
While  proud  that  all  our  police 
are  now  in  better  position  to 
defend  themselves  against  com¬ 
plaints,  he  has  a  special  concern 
about  excessive  use  of  force. 

He  believes  police  commission¬ 
ers  should  be  appointed  for  a 
full-time  job  in  order  to  deal

TASK  FORCE... 

At  the  same  time,  however,  the 
Task  Force  will  be  working  to 
bring  essential  services  into  the 
community.  Examples  would  be 
satellite  health  services,  both 
physical  and  mental;  a  social 
security  district  office  and  food 
stamp  outlet.  The  feasibility  of  a 
food  buying  cooperative  will  also 
be  investigated. 

While  the  primary  objective  of 
the  Task  Force  is  to  improve 
services  for  the  many  well 
persons  living  in  their  own  homes 
in  this  area,  the  special  problems 
of  those  living  in  boarding  homes 
(there  are  six  such  homes  in 
OMI)  are  not  being  ignored,  and 
Mary  Jeffers  has  been  asked  to 
develop  a  proposal  to  provide  for 
continuing  education  for  board¬ 
ing  home  operators. 

For  those  projects  which  re¬ 
quire  funding,  it  is  urgent  that 
proposals  be  submitted  soon,  as 
the  Area  Planning  Agency  for 
Aging  (the  agency  which  selects 
those  proposals  to  be  submitted 
to  the  federal  government)  ad¬ 
vises  that  money  will  not  be 
available  after  December. 

All  concerned  residents  are 
urged  to  join  the  Task  Force  at 
the  first  opportunity.

properly  with  the  daily  load  of 
correspondence,  the  long  meet¬ 
ings  and  extra  functions  they 
have  to  attend.  They  are  especial¬ 
ly  busy  now  with  reorganization 
of  the  department.  Nevertheless, 
the  doctor  carries  on  a  busy 
practice,  mostly  for  black  pa¬ 
tients  of  middle  or  lower  in¬ 
comes,  at  his  office  near  Presby¬ 
terian  Hospital. 

The  Garners  are  members  of 
the  Symphony  Association  and  of 
the  art  museums.  Bernice  also 
enjoys  live  theater;  and  the 
doctor  is  a  faithful  fan  of  the 
Giants  and  Forty-Niners.  His 
greatest  hobby,  however,  is  do-it- 
yourself-ing.  Our  busy  neighbor 
has  developed  skill  in  wiring  and 
plumbing  and  actually  built  his 
own  kitchen  cabinets. 

The  neighbors  didn’t  always 
expect  such  feats  of  household¬ 
ing.  Long  after  the  ugly  talk  and 
unpleasant  incidents  that  greeted 
them  fifteen  years  ago  as  the 
third  black  family  to  move  into 
Ingleside  Terraces,  the  neighbor 
who  had  been  most  hostile  told 
the  doctor  that  he  didn’t  feel  that 
way  any  more. 

“There’s  always  a  solution  if 
people  will  talk  things  out,”  says 
Dr.  Garner,  who  had  always  kept 
his  mind  open  to  a  friendly 
understanding  and  made  the 
opportunity  to  get  acquainted. 

For  the  beautiful  city  that  is  his 
home,  Dr.  Garner  dreams  and 
works  toward  a  day  when  there 
will  be  truly  open  housing,  better 
opportunities  for  jobs  and  educa¬ 
tion  for  minorities,  complete 
integregation  of  the  schools, 
closer  parent-teacher  relation¬ 
ships  and  more  discipline,  start¬ 
ing  at  the  beginning  with  young 
children  in  the  home.
